PREFACE. 


h E Reader is referr'd to the Ap- 
peal of the Oratory to the iſt Ages of 
Chriſtianity, for the Sermon at the Open · 
B got it, declaring its Reaſons, and 
main Differences from the Modern 
Churches, with a Liſt of thoſe Differ- 
ences : for the uſt Sermon; that has been preach'd 
. in this Iſland, to reſtore the Elocution of the Anti- 
| ents, with its ' Reaſons alſo, and the Authorities of 
four modern Biſhops in its Favour for the Original 
Plan of the Oratory, and the Rules to be obſerv'd in 
the Conferences and Diſputations, to trace the 
Truth of any Propoſition in the moſt Natural and 
Demonſtrative Method; theſe Topicks may there 
be examin'd: My preſent Deſign is only to explain 
the Uſe of the Oldeſt Doxologies, and Creeds, 
{ without a peremptory Excluſion of the other. 
In the Admonition, ſubjoin'd to the Epiſtle of 
the ſaid Appeal, a Hint was given, that the 
's ModernCreeds, and Gloria Patri, might ſtill he us'd, 
declaring only the other as the more Primitive, 
85 therefore, moſt ſtrictly ſuitable to this Inſti- 


tation, which profeſſes to uſe ſuch Forms and 
a 2 Expreſſions 
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Expreſſions chiefly, as are the mbſt Antient : 


Thinking thoſe to be, for that Reaſon, the moſt 
Orthodox, and the moſt Chriſtian; and therefore, 


moſt acceptable to God, as well as moſt ſatisfacto- 


83 the Conſcience of every ſincere Believer in 
The moſt uſual Way of praying to, and praiſ- 
ing God, in the firſt yon TT Jo the 2 in 
the Holy Ghoſt, meaning that Chriſt is the Me- 
diator, by whole Merits, and in whoſe moſt Holy 
and Bleſſed Name, we have Acceſs to God (whom 
he calls, in the New-Teſtament, his Father, and

our Father, his God, and our God) by the Sanc- 


tifying Grace of the Holy Spirit : And this is the 
moſt uſual Way of Prayer and Praiſe in alt Litur- 
gies, or publick Forms of Prayer, Antient and 
Modern. In this Liturgy, Chriſt is cad God, 
God the Word; God manifeſt in the Fleſh ; God 
our Saviour; the Lord God, who appear'd to us; 
Meſſiah, out King, and by many other Titles, 
which ſufficiently teſtify his Divine Nature, and 
leave no Room to think that Praying to, or Praiſ- 
ing the Father, thro him, as our Mediator, in 
the ſame Liturgy that confeſſes him our God, can 
be zany Derogation to his Godhead, but only a 
bare uſing” the Language of the Goſpel, and of 
the Primitive Fathers, which is all that is intended 
by it. For the Uſe of the Modern Form, to the 
Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, is ſo far from being 


excluded by that of the Antient, that it is ſtill 


left free, according to the Conſcience of the 


Reader, and of every Member of the Congrega- 


tion, in this very Liturgy. 3 
The ſame Practice is obſerv'd, as}to the Creeds: 
They are all left diſcretionary, for nothing here 
is impos'd, but propos d only; and, therefore, 
tho? it is highly proper to introduce and aeg

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what are the moſt antient Creeds, in a Worſhip, 
that makes Antiquity its main Diſtinction; yet 
other Creeds, that is, that call d the Apoftles, 
and the Nicene, are here left at Liberty to be reci- 
ted, tho more Modern. =. | 
- Having ſhewn that the Godhead is ſtill profeſ&d_ 
and acknowledg'd, only in the moſt Primitive 
Words, or Expreſſions, we need not now be afraid 
to conſider, how God was worſhip'd in the Two 
firſt Ages, by the moſt reeeiv'd Evidences ofthoſe 
and the later Times. | | 
Aet us begin with the Scripture it ſelf, (which 


is the Rule of our Faith, and of which the Church 


of England ſays in Her Articles, that what is not 
therein, nor can be prov'd thereby, is not to be 
receiv'd as an Article of Faith, and neceſſary to 
Salvation) Here, there is not one Word of giving 


* or praying to the Holy Ghoſt, in any ſingle 


ext; but generally, to the Father, and ſometimes 
alſo to the Son. _ „ | | 
In the Apoſtolical Conſtitutions, the Phraſe is 
to the Father thro' the Son, in the Holy Spirit. 
Fuſtin Martyr, and Clement of Alexandria, quote 
thoſe few Places in the Conſtitutions, that, in the 


_ preſent Copies, have ſometimes, and to the Holy 


Ghoſt, in the Holy Ghoſt ; ſo that the Originals 
are always for that Reading, in, and not, to Him. 
The Larger Epiſtles of Ignatius, Biſhop of Anti- 
och, and Martyr ; (whoſe ſmaller Epiſtles have been 
tranſlated by Dr. Wake, now Arch Biſhop of Canter- 
bury) are for this Reading and Conſtruction: In 
Clement, and the Martyrdom of Polycarp, tran- 
flated by the fame Arch-Biſhop, it is the ſame 
and particularly, in his Tranſlation of Polycarp's 
Martyrdom, in his laſt Prayer, when he was offer- 
ing up his Soul to God, the Arch-Biſhop tells us. 
he ſaid thus, I glorify thee by Chriſt, withwhom 
* ; Sto 
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© to thee, and the H. Ghoſt, be Glory: He 
notes, in his Margin, over-againſt, and the H. 
Ghoſt ; ----- In the H. Ghoſt, from Euſebius his 


Quotation, implying, that, and was a later Forgery, 


or Miſtake, and the other, the Truth: And it 
plainly appears, that not only that Learned Arch- 
Biſhop, but all other Learned Biſhops, and Scho- 
lars, are, in all Reſpects (would they ſpeak out) of 
the Principles of the Oratory, as regulated by the 
moſt Primitive Doctrine. 

In all the Gloria Patri's of the firſt Fathers, at 
lateſt, *till the Beginning of the third Age, it runs 
to the Father, thro the Son, in the H. Ghoſt : Arthas» 
naſius never us'd, tothe H. Ghoſt : Baſil firſt defend- 
edthe Change, in the Middle of the 4th Age, of, in, 
to, with, or, and ; but he owns the prior Antiquity 
of the former; and Baſil's Arguments are not for 
his own Gloria Patri, really, but the moſt Antient; 
and he owns he will not lay aſide the other, in 
the Holy Ghoſt. This, and the Old Creeds, were 
us'd throughout the Church, long before Arias 
was born, and it is the Language of the Scripture, 
and the firſt Fathers, before he was born, that 
we follow ; not his Language, or the Principles of 
any Perſon after the third Century. So that, 
owning the God-head, as the Primitive Ages own 
it, we think it the moſt Juſt, Safe, and Pious, to 
make uſe of their Expreſſions. Conferences and 
Difputations, by Rule, are free on theſe Heads, or 
others, in the Oratory, and they who think they 


are in the Right, have no Reaſon to avoid thoſe 


Conferences and Diſputations. 


The Good and Learned Biſhop Bull, in his Diſ- 


courſe concerning the Nature, and Exiſtence of 


Angels, ſays thus, In the Clementine Liturgy, 
ſo calPd, (which is the Liturgy of the Oragy) 
ag, | | which 


_ The ea in: 
which is, on all Hands, confeſs'd to be very An- 
tient, and to contain the Order of Worſhip ob- 
ſerv'd in the Eaſtern Churches, before the Times 
of Conſtantine, all the Prayers are directed to God, 
in the Name of his Son, Jeſus Chrift, as they are, 
God be prais d, in our Liturgy.” | 
The ſame Biſhop Bull, in his Anſwer to a Quære 

of the Biſhop of Meaux, p. 295, ſays thus, © In 
<« the firſt and beſt Ages, the Churches of Chriſt 
& diretted all their Prayers, according to the Scrip- 
ce ture, to God only, thro' the alone Mediation 
<« of Jeſus Chriſt. ; | 

Again, Archbiſhop Wake, in his Comment on 
the Church-Catechiſm, tells us, The Lord's 
Prayer teaches, we ſhould pray to God only, 
© and to him, as our Father, thro' Jeſus Chriſt, 
© our Lord.” Only he did not obſerve, That 
there is not the Word God in the Lord's Prayer, 
but Father only, leaſt that Word ſhould make 

any Difference, as it has happer'd | 
The Church of England, in the Ordination of 
Prieſts, commands to pray to God the Father, 
by the Mediation of Chriſt, for the Aſſiſtance of 
the Holy Ghoſt. 

On the Whole, all Divines, ſince Chriſt, agree, 
That Scripture Expreſſions are the beſt; and next 
to them the Primitive, in any Form of Worſhip. 
Therefore, by the Univerſal Confeſſion of Divines, 
our Worſhip, which is only Scripture, and moſt 
Primitive and 1s the only publick Worſhip now 
_ prevailing, that is ſo, is preferable to all others: 
I might cite for this, Euſebius, Baſil, &c. Hales, 
Killing fleet, Wake, Rradford, the preſent Biſhop of 
Rocheſter, and a Cloud of Witneſſes, but what is 
ſaid, is demonſtrative to the Impartial K eader. 

| With regard to Creeds, the Firſt, of Chriſt and 
the Apoſtles, was, that he was the Son of God, or 
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the Mefliah :: The oldeſt larger Forms, in the 


Apoſtolical Conſtitutions, are here: And Two of 


the more modern Creeds are here allow'd to be 
ſaid at Diſcretion. ln ied ads” 


The Eccleſiaſtical Writers aſſure us, That the 
Creed, call'd of Athanaſius, was not made by him; 


that it was never ſeen till 400 Years after the 
Death of Athanaſius, and not receiv'd in the 
Church, *till about 1000 Years after Chriſt. Now 
it is to be obſerv'd, That this Creed therefore 
was made and introduc d many 100 Years after the 
Nicene Creed: Whereas it is decreed in the 6th 


Canon of the Council of Epheſus, one of the Four 


Firft General Councils, That if any Biſhop, or 


Layman, ſhall make, or uitroduce, a Creed, after 


the Nicene Creed, he ſhall be Anathema. 


Our Two Creeds, taken from the Conſtitutions, . 


were long before the Nicene, and are Scripture 


Creeds; for the Conſtitutions are Scripture, and 


their Authority is own'd by the Firſt Councils, 
and by Athanaſius himſelf: So that our Creeds, 


own'd, with the Conftitutions, by the Nicene 


Council, &c. and made before it, are not within 
the Anathema of the Council of Epheſus, but the 
Athanaſian Creed, and all others, made after the 


Nicene, have been ſaid by the Learned to be, for 


that Reaſon, within the Anathema of that Council; 
and not only fo, but condemn'd by our Statutes, 
one of which, in the Firſt Year of Q. Elizabeth, ra- 
tify'd the Four Firſt General Councils. Beſides, 
ſome think the Athanaſian Creed contraditts the 
Nicene; and it ſo, that it is Hereſy by the Statute, 
which makes all Contradiction to the Four Firſt 
General Councils to be Hereſy; and that is not 
repeaPd by the Acts of Uniformity, Toleration, 
nor by any later Act of Parliament. 
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Hold faſt the fozm of ſound 


woꝛds, which thou haſt 
heard of me, 


DAT the apolile aims at by the 
fozm of found wo2ds in this dire- 
| ction to Timothy, mult be ſome par- 
tichlar inſiruction on the fubjec of religion, 
which he receiv'd of him, and wag expeſſy 
and inviolablp to maintain; he direns him 
here to pzeſerve it in his thoughts, and iup⸗ 
t it with firmnels. 
I chuſe therefoze to place this ſentence of 
ſcripture at the head of mp pꝛeſent diſcourſe 


on this Liturgy of the Ozatory, becauſe it 


is, in the moſt impartial ſenſe, a fozm of 
ſound wozds. Foz it a foꝛm of pꝛaper, which 
is entirelp taken out of the Bible, and the 
writers of the apoſtolic age, and of the an- 
tient church of Chziſt, as this is, be not a 
fozm of ſound wo2ds, we muſt deſpair of 
ever meeting with ſuch a fozm, and there can 
be none of that kind compog'd in the chziſit- 


ax weld. 
Permit me firſt to explain to you the woꝛd 


Liturgp; it is 9 Greek wozd, and in ritual 
writers it generallp megns the action of — 
FOE.” aha who 


—— — —ũt½ — — 
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who ts to uppeaſe God by ſacrifice. ...Pefice 
this wo!d was uſually tonfin d to the com- 
munion-office, becauſe thert, acco2ding'to the 
univerſal p2imitive doctrine, the bzead and 
wine are ſolemnlp offer'd to God in ſacrifice, 
ag his gifts and pꝛopertp, lent to us fo2 his 
glozp, and our benefit: and in that part of 
divine wozſhip, the ſacrifice of Chziſt upon 
the crofs is'rommemozated, and repꝛeſented 
anew to God the father, in the name and be⸗ 
half of the whole church of Chziſt. This is 
the reaſon, that the communton-office onlp 
ought to be pꝛoperlp call'd the Liturgy, be- 
cauſe in that only the antient church. taught 
there was a p2oper ſacrifice of the bꝛead and 
wine, as God's gifts, and ſymbols of Choili's 
bodp and blood; and this all the old Litur⸗ 
gies agree in, none excepted. - So that if pou 
find any communtom-office to want that ſacri- 
fice of the bzead and wine, it deviates from 
the antient Eiturgies. Foz the bare ſacrifice 
of paper, and pꝛaiſe, is figurative, and is 


not that firict ſacrifice, in which all the anti- 


ents agree. . Sas - | 

Now the wozd Liturgp is apply'd. to'any 
public fozm of pꝛaper oz wozſhtp, and in con- 
koꝛmitp to that large pꝛevailing ſenſe of the 
word, J here uſe it in the ſame atteptation. 

Sine me leave, after this account of the 
word Liturgp, now to explain what J mean 
by the wozd Pꝛimitive. | 


By P2imitive, J mean molt antient, . of 
the earlieſt uſe in the church of God: that is, 
the Old and New Ceſtament, and the firſt 
writers after them. Next to the Bible, the 
greateſt value is to be let on theſe _—_ 

| ; * 
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writers ; and where the mind of Chziſt and 


the apoſtles is dark, doubtful, oz imperfen⸗ 
Ip given us in the New Teſtament, (as all 
confeſs it ſometimes is, fo2 all malie uſe of 
the oldeſt writers to juſtify their tenets, 


where thep can, when they are told thoſe tc- 


nets are not literallp in the New Teſtamen:) 
A fap, where our fcripture is obſcure, o2 
dubious, the pzimitive writers are the beſt 
explainers of it. And this is an agrerd 

maxim. For inſtance ; the obligation of the 
ch:iltian ſabbath, (as ſome call it) oz Lozd's 
dap, the baptizing of infants, the govern- 
ment of the church bp biſhops over large dio⸗ 
ceſes, the neceſſity of fozms of pꝛaper, and 
ſeveral other things held by various pꝛofeſſi⸗ 
ong, are none of them clearly enjoin'd, oz ſet 
fozth, in the New Teſtament, fo2 then there 
would have been no farther dilpute about 
them; but they that maintain thoſe doctrines, 
ſap, that the pꝛimitive writers tell them fo; 
they ſay, that thep are the pzinciplcs and the 
cuſtoms of the antient church, and that theſe 
pꝛintiples and cuſtoms are the beſt interpꝛe⸗ 
ters of God's woꝛd, in theſe matters. So 
that pou fee, J hold no moze, in point of 
pꝛinciple, than all other chziſtians would be 
thought to hold; but J have found ſeveral 
matetial articles in the pꝛimitive writers, 
maintain d by them as openly, and as gene- 
rallp, ag thoſe above⸗mention'd, and which 
thole ch:iſtian p2ofeſſions do not eſpouſe from 
thoſe writers, o2 affirm the contrary: and 
therefore J encounter them with their own 


weapons, either let them admit the pꝛimitive 


evidence in all caſes, where it really ſhews 


it ſelt, oz let them fozbear to plead that evi- 


dence

dence in anp caſe. 1 have the ſame right of 
making mp appeal to 2 as thep 
have; and there is not a pꝛofeſſion in Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtendom, which does not hold ſomething that 
is not in the New Teſtament, and which it 
takes from the neareſt times ot antiquity to 
it. 


_ © Fo? inſtance: Everp p2ofeſſion among us 


aſſerts, that the collecion of writings. which 
we call the New Teſtament is of divine in⸗ 
ſpiration and authozity. But where are we 
told in the New Teſfament that Mark and 
Luke were inſpir'd ? They were not apoſtles, 
Hut evangeliſts; thep were not of the twelve, 
no? is it ſaid in the #cw Teſtament, that 
their books are of divine authozity. True, 
the antient church reteib d them, and there- 
foe thep are reteiv d. Nap, where is it ſaid 
oz atteſted, that the pꝛeſent books, which 
make our New Teſtament, are all that ſhou d 
make it, oz that all o2 anp of them were 
written by the perſons, whoſe names thep 
bear, oz that they are compleat and uncoz- 
rupted, as thep left them, o2 that we are 
oblig'd to receive them as divine? All this 
we have from the witneſs of the antient 
church. Theſe books neither do, noz can at⸗ 
teſt themſelves, but the p2zimitive writers 
- a and are agreed to be, the vouchers of 

So that, pou obſcrve, all pꝛofeſſions hold 
ſomething, only from the pzimitive writers, 
which thep do not expzeſſp find in the ſcrip- 
ture it ſelf, and therefore then are bound by 
their own pꝛinciples to join iſſue with we, 
and own the moſt ant ient writers to be good 
evidence in all matters cquallp atteſted by 
them, 1 2 The

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The woꝛd pꝛimitive being thug tleat'd, the

tions, in the moſt primitive method, foz all 
the intentions of the chziſtian lite, that all 
people map have the ſatisfaction of pꝛaping 
to God, as near as poſſible, in the wap in 
which the firſt belie vers pray'd to him, and 
ſo have a greater comfozt in their woꝛſhipping 
of God, and a greater ſecurity that their 
pꝛapers will be accepted, their ſing pardon'd, 
their departure out of this life peaceable, and 
their everlaſting happineſs attain'd. 
This at pꝛeſent is only a foꝛm of mozning 
and evening pꝛaper, being all that we have 
immediate occaſion foz: The reſt will be pub⸗ 
liſh'd, when the exigencp of the thing re- 
quires it. 70 | 
A fo2m of p2aper is expꝛeſſing our deſires 
to God in fet wozds, matter oz method. 
There is nothing in the ſcripture it ſelf that 
obliges ug, oz even makes it moze conveni- 
ent, always to uſe the verp ſame woꝛds when 
we pꝛap; it ſeaves it entirelp to pꝛivate diſ⸗ 
cretion and abilitp. If a man be not able 
to vary his language when he pꝛaps, he 
ſhould uſe a foꝛm; but if he be able, he is at 
libertp to alter his expzeſſions, as his mind 
and devotion pꝛompt him. 
But here it is to be obſerv'd, that it is 
the matter and method of pzaper, that make 
the ftozm, as much as the wozds : they that 
change their wozds, have the materials and 
oꝛder of them frequently diſpos'd befoze ; and 
by this means thep uſe a fozm; as well as 
others, who uſe alwaps the fame woꝛds. 
Thep map have the matter and method in 
their underſtandings, and leave the expeſſi- 
on to follow. This is pꝛaping by a fozm/ in 
the mind; and the onſp queſtion is, whether 


we 
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we thall be confin'd to the came woꝛds on all 
occaſions. God has decreed nothing in this 
matter, noz has Chzilt left an authozity with 
anp perſon among us to decide it. The king

In the moſt early times, after Chziſt, we 
do not pet find a clear pꝛoot, that the pꝛimi⸗ 
tive church always us'd the lame wozdgs, when 
thep pꝛay d in public. The fame matter and me- 
thod of pꝛaper in the facrament was commonly 
us d; and this is teſtifp'd by the conſent of 
the oldeſt Licurgies, all concurring in the 
ſame matter and method. And the moderns

that is, a Liturgy perfectly pzimitive..

that this firſt part of the Liturgy is fram'd 
in the moſt natural diſpoſition'of the parts of 
pꝛaper: J would ſhew-mp charity and re-

This Jemplop thercfoze, as an expedient 
to make different parties join in the fame 
wozſhip; and J need not tell pou, how ami- 
able a thing it is to dwell together in unity. 
What A have not dzawn from thoſe books 
that are, among. us, ſcripture, J have 
drawn from other pzimitive writings, that

There have been large differences about 
the genuineneſs and autho2 of that book : 
What moſt learned men now agree in, is 
this, that it is a faithful and authentic re- 
po2t of the p2inciples and cuſtoms of the a- 
poſtolic age, and of the times neareſt to it. 
It is ſufficient that the ſenſe of it ig apo- 
ſtolical; and moſt trulp pzimitive: J do not 
contend: about the wozds, but A aſſure pou 
of one thing, that there is ſo large a number 
of unexceptionable witneſſes in antiquitp to 
theſe conſtitutions, that if they be not au⸗ 
thentic, we ſhall hardly know what is au⸗ 
thentic. The ſame men atteſt the conſtituti- 
ons, who atteſt the New Teſtament ; and 
therefoze if we muſt not believe the evidence 
of the conſtitutions, how muſt we believe che 
evidence of the other? 

Af anp perſon objects, thep are interpola- 


ted, and therefoze jeſs to be credited; J 


would know, when, and where, and by whom 
thep were interpolated? How do J know, 
by that wap of arguing, but mp Bible map 
be interpolated and corupted 2 Men mult be 
cautious of reaſonings, that will ſhake all 


the traditional certaintp of our religion. 


A thetekoze, on the moſt clear and univer⸗ 
ſal hiſtozical demonſtration, receive the con- 


ſtitutions, as an exac account, in ſubſtancc, 


of the thoughts and cuſtoms, the wozſhip 
and diſcipline of the p2imitive church; ano 
as ſuch, J have tranſplanted ſome pzapers 
from them, which are moſt truly apoſtolical.

Berauſe it diſclaims all the dominion of men 
over the faich of others, and all compulſive claims 
of power, tythes, dues, and ſecular emoluments. 
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Here is one expzeſſion, that map demand 


an explanation: It is ſaid, that the conſti⸗ 


tutions of Clement map juſtlp enough be 
tall'd the apoitſes common⸗pꝛaper⸗book; bp 
this it is meant, that the matter of the pꝛap⸗ 
ers, in the tonſtitutions, was often ug'd as it

The enſuing paragraph appeals to the ages 
of the four firſt general councils, foz the reli⸗ 
gion of the Ozatozp, Thep were the firli of 
Nice, in the year 327 after Chziſt : that of 
Conltantinople, in the pear 383: of Epheſus, 
in the pear 433; and of Chalcedon, in the 
pear 451. So that theſe ages are the beſt 
part of the five firlt centuries. = 

The reaſon of bzinging the pꝛimitive times 
fo low as this period, is, that the four firſt 
general councils are allow'd to be judges of 
ozthodoxp by act of parliament, 1 Eliz. ch. 1. 
Now if thep be judges of the puritp of faith, 
which is the moſt fundamental part of the 
chziftian. religion, conſider'd as a particular 
religion, the times in which then flouriſh'd 
mult be allow d ozthodor in wozſhip bp our 
laws. The old Titurgies, to which J ap⸗ 
peal, which all agree with one another in 
certain points, and in the lame points differ 
from the modern, were all within this peri⸗ 
od. So that the old Liturgies, the matter 
and method of which © contend to be ſo pꝛi- 
mitive and apoſtolical, ſfand pet upon this

head; and this is particularly to be ſhewn 
in public wo2fhip, and the adminiſtration of 
the holy Euchariſt. The authozity and de- 
crees of ann particular church, o2 foctety of 
chꝛiſtiang, if thep oppoſe the apoſtolical rule, 
are antichziſtian; and- therefoze everp chzi⸗ 
ſtian is bound vigorouſſy to withſtand fuch 
deviations, and to p2ocure the refo2mation of 
them to that firſt, and onlp ſfandard. 
This is the avow'd pꝛinciple of the church 
of England, in her homilies, on the fubjes 
of the ſacrament. Her wozds are thcle: 


But befoze all things, this we mult be 
fure of eſpeciallp, that this ſupper be in 


ſuch wife done and minjſter'd, as our Loꝛd 
e and 
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and Saviour did, and commanded it ta be. 


done; as his holy apoſtles us d it, and ag 
the good fathers in the pꝛimitiwe church fre- 
quented it.) þ 3 
Then therefoze, who do and miniſter not 
this ſacrament as our Lozd and ſaviour did 
and commanded it to be done, and as the 
apoſtles and p2imitive fathers frequented it, 
befo2e all things, befoze all other rules oz 


_ uſages whatever, contradic the declar'd pꝛin⸗ 


ciples of the Engliſh church; and ſince then 
make it diflerent from the firſt inſtitutton, 
they make it no ſacrament, no euchariſt at 
all; ſince all its nature, eſſence, and obliga⸗ 
tion, depends entirelp and onlp on its inſti⸗ 
tution : The complicated fin, the apoſtaſy, 
the danger and ill confequences of [werving 
krom that inſtitution, are obvious to everp 
ſerious enquirer. | | 

The pꝛopoſition therefoze J ſhall go upon 
fhali be to trace, what was the inſtituted. 
matter, and the primitive kozm, of the eu⸗ 
charilt, pꝛoving it none at all, if thep be al- 
ter'd. 8 2 

The ficlt part of the inſtituted matter of 
the cuchariſt is bead : The Engliſh church 
ſaps, it is ſufficient it be common wheaten 
bꝛead, but the belt and fineit that can be got- 
ten: but this is not as our Loꝛd did and 
commanded it, 1102 as the apoſtles us d it, 
and the p2imitive fathers frequented it, ac- 
co2ding to her declaration of her own dutp; 
£02 our Tozd did, aud by ſaping, Do this, 


tommanded it to be done with unleaven'd 


bead ; ſince onlp that was, oz could be us d, 
at the paſſover, part of whole concluding

— 
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ctiffoms it is on all hands agreed he perpe- 
tuated in this ſacram ent. 
Chziſt ate the paſſover at this time with 
his diſctples, the evening (as it is calcula- 
ted) befoze that evening, when the reſt of 
the Jews ate it, becauſe on the dap follow- 
ing, he, our paſſover was to be ſacrific'd fo2 
us: put an end to the ceremony of the 
paſchal lamb the night befoze he was to 
be ſlain as our paſchal lamb, a pꝛopitiation 
fo2 our ſms: but he then pertorm'd that 
rite, he eat the paſſover, ' and the paſſover 
could not be eaten with leaven'd bꝛead, fo2 
that would not Have been, but been contrarp 
to; the-paſſover. Compare Exod. 1 2, 19. with 
Matth. 26. 17. Mark 14. 12. Tuke 22. 7. 
The apoſtles us'd unleaven'd bꝛead; fo2 
otherwiſe the argument of St. Paul would 
have been abſurd, where he ſaps, Chꝛiſt our 
pPaſſover is ſacrific'd fo2 us, therefo2e let us 
keep the feaſt, not with the old leaven, net⸗ 
ther with the leaven of malice and wicked- 
neſs, but with the unleaven'd bꝛead of ſince⸗ 
rity and truth. Here, if ſeaven'd bꝛead had 
been us'd, the apoſtle could not have alluded 
zuſilp to unleaven'd bzead, as a figure of 
that freedom from the old leaven, and from 
that of malice and wickedneſs, which till 
was tobe ſhewn in the ch2iſtran paſſover, and 
which was the reaſon why unleaven'd bꝛead 
was to be continu'd., as an emblem of truth, 
fincerity, love, innocence, fimplicity, and 
other chziſtian graces, apart from the evil 
2 and ferments of the oppoſite quali- 
es. | | | | 
Salt, peaſt, dough pꝛeſerv'd to a ſfaleneſs, - 
and the like, put into bead, are a leaven. 
2 The 
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The leaven is not a quality, but a ſubſtance 
added to the bꝛead, that gives a ſeaſoning, a 


 fernient to the whole maſs; which, foz 
this purpoſe, ought to be only flour and wa⸗ 
ter, to ſhew, as St. Paul ſaps, the ſincerity 


and truth, the ſimplicity of a good chziſttan, 
by thoſe ſimple unfermented elements, with 


” which he ſpeaks of keeping the feaſt : He ap- 
peals to their ſenſes, what men they ought 


to be, and what bad allop they ought to a- 


void, bp telling them the unleaven'd bꝛead 


ſhould be look d upon as a ſpmbol of their 


Finceritp; ſo that leaven'd bꝛead mult be the 
contrary, an emblem of falſhood, mſinceritp, 
malite, wickedneſs, and the old leaven; and 


this is the caſe of thoſe communions that 


ule it: Beſides, that the putting in what 
will leaven the b2ead, adds to the inſtituted 
matter of the ſacrament. 
This text refers to ſome real, ſubſtantial 
bead, then us'd in the chziſtian paſſover, if 
it does not refer to any real bzead, it does 
not refer to the ſacrament at all, but as 


ſome interpꝛet it, onlp to the ſincerity of the 


mind, with which we are to keep the feaſt: 
and this, J am info2m'd, is the notion of 


ſome of the people call'd Quakers, who hold 


that the truth and righteouſneſs of the mind 


18 all the ſacrament, and the external oꝛdi⸗ 
nance is not neceſſary. They ſap, rhe feaſt 


TS all ſpiritual, and that it is a feaſt of that 
Kind, in which nothing is to be eaten. But 
that is falſe in fact; foz this ſacrament was 
-D2dcr'd by Chziſt to be eaten, and d2ank, in 


remembzance of him; his apoſtles did ſo eat 


and dunk it, and fo has the church in all 
. ages, St. Paul implies here a real mate- 


rial 
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rial farrament, and ſubſfantial bꝛead: fs 
that thep, who allow a real ſacrament, and 
the uſe of anp bzead at all in it, are bound, 
by this text, to uſe unleaven'd bꝛead: and J 
Believe, that if a Quaker ug d any material 
euchariſt, he would think himſelf oblig'd to 
uſe unleaven'd bꝛead, was he once convinc d 
that was the bꝛead us d bp Chꝛiſt, his apo⸗ 
ſtles, and the primitive fathers, and ſo en⸗ 
join d to be continu d. 

J have heard from a member of the refoꝛm⸗ 
rd church of France, that Geneva her ſelf 
us d unleaven d bꝛead many pears after her 
firſt refozmation ; but alter'd that cuſtom, in 
compliance with the French church. Che 
pzimitive fathers, and churches, alwaps 
us d unleaven'd bzead in the euchariſt, doing 
this, as Chz21l did it at his paſſover : Had 
thep us'd other bzead, the change would have 
been mention'd; but it was ſo known a thing, 
that, J hear, even the Armenians, who did 
not uſe mix d wine, pet ever us d unleaven d 
bꝛead: this map be enquir'd: but as it is 
tertainly what our Loꝛd did, the uſe of any 
other is therefoze contrarp to the doarine of 
the Engliſh church, and as it varies, in this 
reſpec, from the inſtituted matter of rhe ſa- 
crament. which is obitgatozp; it is therefoze 
ns ſacrament at all, 

Itt the inſtituted matter of it, as far as if 
is to be found our, is nat obligatozy, if 
TH A L be not eſſential, it will follow, thr 
any other matter map be equally us d; ox 
what rule have we at laſt but the inftituticn 
it ſelf? 4Jf there be any other rule, evern 
man has an equal right to make his own 
rule, and ule any thing fo2 a ſacrament — 
| ar 
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that be wrong, there muſt be fome one rule 
binding all men, and that can be onlp the in⸗ 


ſtitution; part of this was unleaven d bzead, 


and leaven'd bzead was not us d in this rite 
by Chziſt, by the apoſtles, by the pꝛimitive 
church, no2, to this dap, does the generalitp 
of the chꝛiſtian church uſe it; onlp ſome com- 
muntons, who; in this point, are antichzi⸗ 
ſtian, and make it no ſacrament. 8 

The other part of the inſtituted matter of 
the opp is that wine, which Chꝛiſt and 
the Jews us d at the paſſover; that wine, 
which the apoſtles, and from them the pꝛi⸗ 
mitive church, thought themſelves oblig'd to 
make uſe of, and which therefoze the church 
of England declares her ſelf oblig d to uſe, 
if ſhe knows her own pꝛinciples, oz will be 
bound bp her own declaration: but if a 


church thinks one thing, and ſaps, oz acts 
another, well map thoſe that belong to her be 


zuftifp'd in all the inſinceritp and equivoca⸗ 
tion imaginable. 


Now it is poſſible to trace what this wine 7 


was, in a great meaſure, which our Lo2d 
us d in his ſacrament: Jt was that wine, 
which the Jews uſnallyp d2ank after their 
paſlover, and was, bp the accounts of their 
own writers, alwaps mix d with water. 
In this the apoſtolical and pꝛimitive writers 


agree: this was the pꝛactice of all the anti⸗ 


ent liturgies, and therefoze this is obligate- 
2p on the Engliſh church, by her own conkel⸗ 


on. | ; 

Chꝛiſt himſelf calls it the fruit of the vine: 
The Jews, who beſt underſtood their own 
expꝛeſſions, declare that the phꝛaſe, fruit of 
the vine, means wine and water, in offen 
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tion to the fruit of the tree, which is meant 
by them to be wine only. This appears in 
rhe Gemara and the Miſhna of the Jews: 
ſo that the wine and water are in the ſcri- 
pture ; fo2 the fruit of the vine is wine and 
water. 0%»&, in Plutarch upon health, is 
mix d wine; and, like the woꝛd Wine it 
ſelf, in Engliſh, and other tongues, is entire- 
lp determin'd bp. the fac, to mean either 
mix'd o2 pure wine, 

St. Paul calls the ſacramental cup, the 
cup of bleſſing, o2 benedictton; and the Jews 
agree, that it is not the cup of bleſſing, that 
18, is not to be bleſg'd, till it is mix d with 
water. See Lightkoot's Yo2. Yebz. in 1 Coz, 
15 5 8 | 

Chiilt calls the cup, Mat. 26. 28. his blood 
of the new covenant; therefoze it muſf be 
mir'd with water, becauſe the blood of the 
old covenant was mix d with water, and pet 
at the ſame time call d onlp blood, as this is 
call'd onlp wine, tho it was wine and wa- 
ter, Deb. 9. 19. Tppes and accompliſhments 
ought to agree; the blood and water of the 
old covenant was a type of the wine and wa- 
ter of the new. 

St. Paul ſaps, 1 Coz. 11. 26. that we ſhew 
foꝛth the Loꝛd's death till he come, by dzink- 
ing this cup. His death upon the croſs was 
pꝛob'd bp the iſfuing of the blaod and water 
from his ſide, on its being prerc'd by the ſol- 


dier: This reality of his death muſt be 


therefoze ſhewn bp the wine and water. St. 
John who ſaw the blood aud water flow 
from his ſide, and is moze particular on that 
circumſtance than the other evangeliſts, 
John 19. 34. declares in his epiſtles, 1 Ah. 
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J. 6. This is he that came by water and 
blood, not by water onlp, but by water and 


Hlood. And v. 8. Theee bear witneſs on 
earth, the ſpirit,' the water, and the blood. 


So that, to take away the water, is to take 


awap one of Chziſt's witneſſes upon earth; 


whereas what God hath joined together, man 


onght not to put aſunder. Even thep, who 
explain d the blood and water of baptiſm 
and the Lozd's ſupper, pet alwaps aſlerted 
and pꝛactis d the mix d cup in the ſacrament. 
* P2ov. 9. 5. Wiſdom, which is interpzeted. 
of the % , oz the fon of God, the Woz2d o2 


Wiſdom of the Father, makes an invitation, 


Come, eat of- mp bzead, and d2ink of the. 


wine that J have mingled. Cyp2ian, in his 


epiſtle to Cecilian, applies this text as a 
P2opheep of the mir'd cup in the ſacrament. 


Dr. Hammond, Vol. 4. p. 452. Lond. 1683. 


owns it to be a pꝛophecp of the facrament; 


and if ſo, he muſt have own d it a pzophecy 


of the mixture. Diodati, a divine of Gene- 
va, upon the place, interpꝛets it of the ſacra⸗ 


ment, as do moſt antient and modern divines: 


but if it means the ſacrament, it points at 
the mixture, Dꝛink of the wine that J have 
mingled. And our Todes command, Da 
this, enjoins the mixture, as he mingled 


zt; not to do this therekoze, is to diſobey 
him, and alter, that is, annul his ſacra- 


ment. 


One conliruction of the mixture was ta 
ſignify, by the water, the human; and bp. 


the wine, the divine nature of Chziſt join'd 


together. The Armentans, verp earlp, are 


ſatd to have denpd that conjunction, and 


therefoze to have us'd wine ouln: but 2 5 
= the 
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the beginning it was not ſo; and they were 
cunde mn bp a general council, and by the 
whole: church: Conſequently all the modern 
churches, ' who uſe the wine onlp, ſpe imder 
that anathema, as repꝛeſenting the myſtery 
uimperkeclp. and innovating on what has 
been deliver'd; in which all the antient litur⸗ 
gieg, writers, and councils agree, as re- 
teib d bp them from Chꝛiſt and his apoltles. 
The mixture was not founded on the na- 
ture of the climate onlp, where it was firſt 
appointed, fo all the antient chꝛiſtians us d 
it in the colder climates; as in France, and 
in the moꝛe nozthern parts. 1 EE. 58 
The liturgies of St. James, St. Cle⸗ 
ment, St. Mark, St. Bail, Neltozius, Se⸗ 
verus; the Ethiopic liturgy, that of the 
Gallican, and the Bzitiſh -churches (befoze 
the Foman Miſſal wag here receiv'd; ) thole 
of Afric and Spain, as appears by the Mo⸗ 
ſarabic liturgy, Ec. expzeſs the cup to be 
mingled bp Chziſt and his apoſtles : No2 is 
there one antient liturgp, council, oz father, 
{except the Armenian, who excluded the wa- 
ter above 4-0 pears after Chꝛiſt, and bp that 
very exclusion confirm'd the foꝛmer p2actice) 
that does not atteſt the doctrine of the mirx'dcup. 
Auſtin Martpr, 50 pears after the deat 
of St. John, which is early enough to vouc 
an apoltolical doctrine, mentions the mixture 
as from Chziſt himſelf: Jireneus, Clement 
ok Alexandria, Cppꝛian, Cpril of Jeruſa- 
lem do the ſame: the * mixture was fo funda- 
mental a thing, that ſome us'd water onlp

in the ſacrament. In thozt, the evidences 
are ſo numerous and weightp-on this head, 
that if thep be not receiv'd, the evidences of 


the New Teſtament muſt not be receiv'd, and to 


denp them tends directly to aboliſh chziſtianitp. 
This is the firſt charge, that to celebzate 
the euchariſt without unleaven d bzead, and 
wine mix'd with water, is to depart from 

e inſtituted matter, which is eſſential to 
the ſacrament, and therefoze to deſtrop it. 
This oziginal inſtitution was the rule to the 
apoſtles, and all chziſtians, befoze the books 
of the New Teſtament were wzitten : ſo that 
it is falſe, that the ſcripture always was 
the onlp rule in this matter; there were ma- 
ny pears of the church, when it had no New 
Teſtament, as we have it; foz no books of it 
were penn'd, till ſome pears after the aſcen- 
ſcion: but thep telebzated the euchariſt as 
Chzilt did it, and the iuſtitution was to them, 
as it ſhou'd be to us, the rule of it. 

As there are two eſſential parts of t 
euchariſt, the matter, and the koꝛm, the to2- 
mer has been ſhewn, the latter is our next 
conſideration, | 165 


: The foꝛm ot Chiiſt was, to take the ele 
ments, to bleſs, to give thanks, oz to bleſs 


with thankſgibing; to communicate them to 


his diſctples, and command them to do the 
like in remembzante of him, Ec. This is 
obvious in the Goſpels; and the nearer the 


telebzation comes, in everp circumſtance 

whatever, to his pꝛactice at the firſt appoint- 
ment of it, it is more perfect, and moſt tru- 
Ip the chꝛiſtian ſacrifice. - LOR IS 


But fince the Engliſh. church appeals to 


per 
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per to ſee what that fozm was. And that 
can be no otherwaps ſcen, but by looking ins 
co all the moſt antient ſchemes, and methods 
of adminiſtring it: If theſe, at different 
times and places, ncarcſt the time and place 
of the inſtitution, made by perſong who had 
the belt oppoꝛtunitp to know it, and whoſe 
truth in repo2ting it be not queſtton'd, by 
their bcing allow'd good evidences of other 
points, and of the New Teſtament it ſelf : if 
theſe agree in anp regular foꝛm of doing it, 
and that agreement be farther atteſted by the 
writers in oz ncor their reſpective times; 
ſuch agreement, and none elle, is the pꝛimi⸗ 
tive rule of the euchariſt; and ik the Engliſh 
church depatts from it, ſhe contradias her 
ſelf; fo2 ſhe declares the pꝛimitive foꝛm bee 
foze all things eſſential: and no church, oz 
evidence, that is deliberatelp inconſiſtent 
with its own teſtimony, is in any reſpec 
whatever, by the rules of right, of law, and 
ok reaſon, to be believ'd, having fozfeited its 
credit, oz right to be believ'd, bp ſuch incon⸗ 
ſiſteneg. r 
Che gueſtions about the time, the authozs, 
the authenticknelg, the alterations, the inter⸗ 
polationg, Ec. of theſe antient liturgics are 
no mo:e than mult be applp'0 to the bocks of 
the New Teſtament thcmlelves, to our creeds, 
and all antient writings: If thep concur in 
certain points the moſt conſiderable, and be 
atteſted by fuch vouchers ag are admitted 
- good vouchers, in our taking our Scripture. 
it ſelf from them, thep are juſt evidences of 
the primitive euchariſt, on the avow'd p2in- 
ciples of everp ch:iſtian, So that their teſt. 
is, if anp objection be made to them, let the 
er O 2 lame 
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ſame objection be apply'd, in the ſame foꝛte, 


to other writings which we do receive, and 


let all ſtand oz fall bp the iſſue of the trial. 


The p2incipal of theſe antient liturgies 


are thoſe of Clement, James, Mark, Chey- 


ſoſtom, Baſi!, Peſtozius, Severus, the Go- 
thic. Sallican Ethiopic, Mczarabie, all 
us'd where the Roman wag not receiv'd ; be- 


ſides others collected by Renaudot, Ec. 
If anp modern liturgies, o2 waps of 
giving the ſacrament. be compar'd with rhe 


conſent of theſe liturgies, they have leſs au⸗ 


thozity, as leſs antient and apoſtolical, leſs 


pꝛimitive and untverſal, leſs agreeing, leſs 
antbentic; ſe that the fcale of the queſtion 
will everp wap tutn in favour of the oldeſt 
methods; and this is the dcclar'd p2inciple 


of the Engiiſh Churrh. 


Che main points in which all theſe litur- 
gics concur, and which thcrefoze are the vn- 


doubted p2zimitive foꝛm of the euchariſt, are 


the euchariltic thankſgiving (like our Savi⸗ 
our's giving thanks, from whence tt is called 
the cuchariſj, andthe omiſſion of which makes 


it therefoze no euchariſt at all) the oblation 
of the elements to God; the invocation foz 
the deſcent of the Holp Ghoſt to make them 
the body and blood of Chꝛiſt, (which, as the 
Church of England laps are verilp and in- 


decd taken bp the faithful in the Yo2d's ſup⸗ 
per; ) the pꝛaper foꝛ the whole ſtate of Cheiſt's 
"church ; that fo2 the wozthp partaking of the 


ſacrament, the pardon of ſin, ond humble 


CTheſe are the main points, in ozder, in 
which theſe liturgies agree; and either this 


is the pꝛimitive apoſtolical foꝛm, o2 we have

no fuck fozm in the chꝛiſtian wozld. Jt ig. 
in it ſelf, the moſt auguſt, the moſt elevated, 
the moſt heavenip and reaſonable ſervice, the 
molt noble ad of devotion, that can be paid 
to the ſupzeme Being by chziſtiang: to devi- 
ate from this model ſhould pꝛodute a reflexi⸗ 
on, that ſhould make not onlp a teacher of 
righteouſnels, but a fotlower of him, bluth 
and tremble from his inmoſt ſoul: foz, as 
no plan but this can be true, ſo none but 
this can be beautiful, oy 

As this fozm of the ſacrament is ſcal'd by 
all antiquity, fo it has the appꝛobation of 
many learned and wozthp divines of the 
Engliſh, as well as fozeign churches, and 
the Tate controverſies have demonſtrated it 
ſo fully, that nothing farther tan be added in 
its bchalf. The pꝛeſent communton-office of 
the church of England, which entirelp de- 
parts from it, was alter d from a model of 
this kind bp parliament without a convoca- 
tion, to pleaſe Calvin and his friends at a 
political juncture; whereas the keeping oz 
reſtozing this fozm would be molt likelp to 
gain over both the diſſenters and the Roman⸗ 
catholicks ; foz all would chuſe a pꝛimitive 
method, were ail convinc'd which was that 
method: and accozdinglp this agreement 
with the antient church has been, and is the 
wifh of the melt learned and ſerious men 
ever ſince the refozmation. Allow me, ag a 
ſpecimen, to bzing ſome mſfances of this 
tendent p. 


Dr. Hammond, in his pzacicol catechiſin, 
has given this direction,

ſtolical doctrine, not the novel, cozrupt, and 


particular doctrine, nor in anp caſe act con- 
trarp to the foꝛmer. 


At fo2 this pou ſhou'd be cenſur'd, Dr. 


Hammond goes on, pou cannot be excommu- 
nicated by that cenſure from the univerſal 
church of the apoſtles, but rather, bp this 
means, ſo much the moze firmlp united to 
it: and if pou continue conſtant to this do- 
&rine, and maintain the inward communion 
of charitp with all chꝛiſtian churches, ſo far 
as thep are not erroneous, i. e. embzacing 


all that is right in them, and onlp ſepara-. 
ting from the wrong (becauſe they will not 


ſuffer pou to join in one, without p2ofeſſing 


to join in the other) it is no fault to live 
without anp external public communion, . 


like the hermits and perſecuted chziſttans of 
foꝛmer times; there being no rent oz ſchiſm, 


put from the church univerſal, from which a.

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particular church may be as well ſchiſmath- 
cal, ag a pꝛivate perſon. f 1 $5.8 

And if, proceeds Dr. Hammond, J be bp 
mp calling fitted fo2 it, and can pꝛudentip 
hope to plant, oz contribute to the planting 
ſach an apoſtolical church, where there is 
none, 02 to reconcile and reftoze peace betwee 
tte members of the church univerſal, mp 
endeavour to do fo is, in this caſe, extreme⸗ 
Ip commendable, and that which Ged's pꝛo⸗ 
vidence \cemg to direc. me to, bp what is 

thus befallen me. 1 

Thele are the expꝛeſs woꝛds of the celebza- 
ted and learned Dr. Hammond, in his known 
and familiar book, call d, his pꝛactical cate⸗ 
chiſm ; and had he known oz fozeſeen: this 
p2eſent inſtitution, he could not have tecom⸗ 
mended it in moze clear and poſitive lan- 
guage. compo pil; 03 243% 97 
This is particularly and gloziouſlp atteſt- 
ed bp the moſt reverend Pr.
